Between 2012-2016, Los Angeles lost 1030 lives due to traffic violence. 

On Monday, Vision Zero Los Angeles launched a new interactive map that commemorates these 
lives and puts a face to the traffic fatalities we hear on the news everyday. The map identifies 
traffic fatalities by age, gender, and mode, indicating whether those killed were traveling by bike, 
car, or on foot. The interactive map gives users the option to explore fatalities in their own 
neighborhoods and to contribute to digital memorials. 

The map is a result of a motion by Councilmember Paul Koretz directed at LADOT, to develop a 
digital map that could showcase various data layers showing death and injury relevant to their 
specific locations around the city. San Francisco also has a similar interactive website .
